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Swift makes first visit to South Texas 
 
NAVAL STATION INGLESIDE, Texas – The Navy’s second contracted High 
Speed Vessel (HSV) 2 SWIFT is scheduled to make her visit to Naval Station 
Ingleside on March 3.   

SWIFT is currently serving operationally as an interim Mine Warfare 
Command and Support Ship (MCS) and supports transformational modular 
mission payload initiatives.   

SWIFT will host media and officials on Friday, March 5, and 
Department of Defense personnel (DoD employees, dependents and 
contractors with base access) on Saturday, March 6 from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.     

SWIFT was delivered to the Navy on August 15, 2003, and departed on 
her maiden deployment eleven days later.  Building on lessons learned during 
the testing of HSV X1 JOINT VENTURE and her wartime deployment in support 
of Operation Iraqi Freedom, HSV 2 SWIFT brings new and transformational 
capabilities to the Navy-Marine Corps team.
